HarpjTiues iy New Mexico.—A Me- 
silla (New Mexico) correspondent of the 
New York. Post says the crops of last 
season in that Territory were a failure, 
and the consequent distress will be. in- 
creaséd by the action of the military an- 
thorities in bringing the Navaju: Indians 
from their own country on thegwaters of 
the Culoradu to the Pecos, and east of 
the Rocky Mountains. These’ Indians 
have not raised their usual crop of grain; 
and are twice as numerous as was -sup- 
posed It was understuod that “here 
were only five or six thousand, but more 
than ten thoasand have already surren- 
dered themselves. Their own crops of 
grain would not keep ‘thém for three 
months, and for the remainder of the 
year they must be fed upon the products 
of the country or grain shipped 
from the Missouri river. The former is 
an impossibility, as the grain cannot be 
had ; the latter is nea-ly so, for it is too 
late in the season to transport grain 
over the plains. In view of this state 
of things, such destitution as now stares 
the people of New Mexico in the face 
has never been known before since its 
first settlement. What is true of New 
Mexico is equally applicable to Arizona 
and Colorado. Curn from the Missouri 
river, at present prices, cannot be deliv- 
ered at Fort Union, the nearest post in 
the Territory, for less than eleven dol- 
lars and eighty cents a bushel.
